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ABSTRACT OF THE LIBRARY LAWS. 



The Librart shall be open from half past one to two o'clock, 
on Monday and Thursday of each week in term time. 

No member shall have from the Library more than 'four vol- 
umes at the same time, nor retain them for a longer term than 
two weeks, except in cases for which special provision is made. 

No member of the Institute may lend a book belonging to 
the Library, to one who is not a member of the Institute. 

Ordinary members shall enjoy the privilege of having from 
the Library, during the Winter vacation, eight volumes, as pro- 
vided in the Constitution. 

No honorary member shall be permitted to carry out of the 
town of Burlington any book belonging to the Library without 
special leave from the Society : in all other respects, honorary 
members shall be subject to the same laws, and liable to the 
8ai»e penalties, as ordinary members. 
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
